in a limited number of counties
this summer for the instruction of
the people in various branches of
agricultural science. The course

It is
desirable that local speakers and
writers assist in the exercises of
the institutes by discussing sub-
jects in which they are most in-
terested, or in which they have
had successful experience.

For any place to secure an in-
stitute it will be necessary for at
least 15 citizens to petition there-
for. Petitions must be sent in
not later than July 1st.

The college may at any
time, after due notice, withdraw
this privilege from any school
whose certificated students shall
fail to sustain themselves; and
any school may withdraw, after
due notice to the president of the
college.

IV. Superintendents of schools
whose certificated students have
failed to sustain themselves will
be notified of such failure.

V. Students from accredited
sclhiools, seeking admis=ion, shall
bring a certificate subsiantially
in the following form, signed by
the principal,—or in case of
graded schools from the superin-
tendent.
